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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Qaims 1-3.5 and 8-18 still stand rejected under 
35 UC 103(a) as for the same reasons set forth in examiner's final rejection on 1 1/15/2005. Although Applicant submitted a declaration 
to overcome the rejection and applicant also argues that Politi et al. (*297) product made is a synthetic product that inhibits zinc- 
dependent metalloproteinases, Examiner still supports his position that the Politi et al. product appears to be the same as the presently 
claimed product in that the Politi et al. product is a non-toxic venom product that has pharmaceutical activity that relates to pain relief. It 
appears to Examiner that the only different in the '297*s method and the claimed Invention's method Is the ion-exchange column utilized. 
Applicant has not pointed out in his argument and/or declaration of how his utilization of a different ion-exchange column (i.e. Mono Q 
ion-exchange chromatography) from *297 ion-exchange column (i.e. DEAE Sephadex A-50 resin) would produce a different claimed 
product than '297 product. 
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
